filing of the court's opinion." 


The court's decree, Issued 


in Lincoln, stated that the act, 
LB925, docs not violate t h c 
equal protection clause of the 
Hth Amendment, the consti- 
tutional provision which had 
Invalidated two previous re- 
apportionment efforts in Ne- 
braska. 


The decision removed t h e 


court's earlier threat to order 
at-large elections in the event 
that the act failed to c 1 e a r 
constitutional barriers, a n d 
nullified any need for a spe- 
cial legislative session on the 
issue. 


Short Time 


The court retained jurisdic: 


tion in the case at least until 
it has filed a written opinion.

"within a short time," t h e 
court stated. 


Jurisdiction has rested with 


the three-judge panel for more 
than 3'a years, ever since the 
first 
rcapportionment s u i t 


was filed in July of 1!)G2. 


A decree was issued prior to

"because of the urgency of 
the matter involved in rela- 
tion to the approaching clos- 
ing date for filings for t h e 
196G primary election," t h e 
court noted. 


Unanimous 


The order was unanimous- 


ly endorsed by Circuit Judge 
Harvey Johnsen of Omaha 
and District Judges Robert 
Van Pelt of Lincoln and Rich- 
ard Robinson of Omaha. 


T h e 
valid apportionment 


act creates 49 districts with 
population varying from 26,- 
938 to 32,471. It crosses sev- 
en county lines and, in the 
process, splits Hall County 
into three districts. 


Georgia Denial Of Seat 
To War Critic Upheld 


Atlanta. Ga. tfT—A federal 


court, in a 2-to-l decision, up- 
held Thursday, the Georgia 
House in denying a seat to 
Rcp.-clect Julian Bond, D-At- 
lanta, a Negro civil rights 
worker, for his statements 
opposing U.S. foreign policy 
and the military draft. 


The majority opinion ruled 


that a Student Nonviolent Co- 
ordinating Committee 
state- 


ment endorsed by Bond "is 
at war with the national pol- 
icy of this country." 


The 26-year-old Bond's at- 


torney, Howard Moore, said 
[he decision will be appealed 
[o the U.S. Supreme Court.

possible sentences of s c v c n 
years in prison followed by 
five years in exile in Siberia. 
Both arc 40. 


Biting Satires 


The government newspaper 


Izvestia said they did not 
deny writing works published 
abroad under tlic names of 
Abram Tertz and Nikolai Arz- 
hak. The works are savage 
satires on t h e communist 
state. 


But the writers deny anti- 


Soviet activity, the newspaper 
said. They arc charged with 
anti-Soviet activity and agita- 
tion. 


Sinyavsky and Daniel were 


arrested 
Sept. 13. Reports 


here said Soviet police had 
long been seeking the author 
of the Tertz writings, which 
have appeared abroad since 
1956. and found Daniel at the 
same time. 


Encouraged To Haste 


The young people outside 


the court when the trial be- 
gan were ordered off by three 
uniformed policemen and en- 
couraged to haste by what ap- 
peared to be plainclothes po- 
lice. 


One girl said she knew Sin- 


yavsky's work — lie has been 
a leading liberal critic, popu- 
lar as a lecturer to students 
—and had come to show sup- 
port for him. 
In London. Soviet w r i t e r 


Valcry Tnrsis said the t w o 
w r i t e r s 
arc 
"struggling 


against a common enemy." 
He also published anti-Soviet 
works abroad, but under his 
own name. For this the Rus- 
sians put him in a mental 
hospital. (Story on Page 2.) 


The trial opened before a 


selected audience at a region- 
al court building. W e s t e r n 
correspondents in M o s c o w 
were barred and were forced 
to depend upon the version 
which Soviet news m e d i a 
chose to make public. The 
news media made it clear 
that they regard Sinyavsky 
and Daniel as guilty.

Korean GI benefits program 
expired Jan. 31, 1955. 


The House, in passing the 


bill 381 to 0 Monday, reduced 
somewhat the education bene- 


fits called fur in a version 
the Senate hnd passed last 
July. 


The Senate went a l o n g 


with these changes Thurs- 
day, but did add some new- 
language before sending the 
bill back to the House. 99 to 
0. The House promptly ac- 
cepted 
the Senate change 


and sent the bill to the White 
House by voice vote. 


The administration 
h a d 


proposed limiting the benefits 
to veterans with active duty 
in combat areas, but John- 
son is expected to sign the 
more costly measure. 


The cost is estimated at

Union Shop Bill Iced 


Washington (JPi — The Sen- 


ate refused again Thursday 
to shut off debate against 
calling up a union shop bill, 
and the measure was placed 
in cold storage. 


Democratic leader M i k e 


Mansfield 
of Montana 
an- 


nounced he was putting the 
bill aside after the Senate re- 
jected his move to invoke 
cloture by a vote of 50 to 49. 
This was 16 votes short of the 
two-thirds needed to put the 
debate-limiting rule into ef- 
fect. 


Mansfield said the bill will 


remain on the Senate calen- 
dar, but "with the words R, 
I. P. (rest in peace) beside 
it" 


LBJ, Labor Set Back 


The outcome was a setback 


for the AFL-CIO and for the 
J o h n s o n 
administration, 


which endorsed the labor fed- 
eration's campaign to win 
passage of the bill. 


The bill, which passed the 


House 221 to 203 last year, 
•would repeal Section 14B of 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 


This section permits states 


to outlaw union shop con- 
tracts, under which all cov- 
ered employes must join a 
union or pay union dues. 


New Drives 


Nineteen states — including 


Nebraska—have passed what 
supporters call right-to-work 
laws under Section 14B, and 
the National Right to Work 
Committee 
announced t h e 


Senate vote "has set the stage 
for 
numerous n e w state 


drives" for similar laws. 


The filibuster against call- 


ing up the 14B repealer was 
led by Senate Republican lead- 
er Everett M. Dirksen of 
Illinois, who termed it an in- 
vasion of states' rights and an 
attempt to impose compul- 
sory unionism on workers. 


George Meany, president of 


the 13-million-member AFL- 
CIO, 
said his organization is 


"deeply disappointed that the 
democratic process in the Sen- 
ate has been thwarted by the 
shabby parliamentary tactics 
of Sen. Dirksen and a minori- 
ty of senators."

or more of active duty since

months. 


No payments w o u l d be 


made retroactively for veter- 
ans who have attended school 
since 1955. Anyone wishing to 
return for graduate s t u d y 
could, however, receive pay- 
ments.

More Than That 


Only 5-foot-3, he once said 


"I size myself up as a fel- 
low who has been a grain of 
sand in the public eye." But 
the bantam Barnum, as he 
was often called, was much 
m o r e than that. He scram- 
bled from Manhattan's slums 
to the top of show business. 


He first gained attention at 


17 when he was n a t i o n a l 
shorthand s p e e d champion. 
Two years later he became 
chief stenographer to finan- 
cier Bernard M. Baruch, who 
became a lifelong friend. 


He made his first million 


three months after the 1939 
New York World's Fair op- 
ened. 


'Aquacade' 


His "Aquacade" was t h e 


hit of the fair and its star, 
Eleanor Holm, became one 
of his four wives. He was 
married five times, but mar- 
ried one wife, actress Joyce 
Matthews, twice. All 
t h e 


marriages were childless. An- 
other wife was comedienne 
Fanny Brice. 


He opened the plush Dia- 


mond Horseshoe nightclub in 
New York in 1038 and at one 
time owned 17 nightclubs. His 
syndicated column, "Pitching 
Horseshoes," was published 
in 400 daily and 2,000 weekly 
newspapers. 


He wrote the song;, "That 


Old Gang of Mine," "With- 
out a Song" and "Me and 
My Shadow." 


Andrei Sinyavsky and Yuli 
Daniel—who went on trial in 
Moscow Thursday accused of 
writing anti-Soviet books. The 
Russian replied: 


"Moscow's literary youth

reached Western newspaper 
offices Thursday purporting to 
come from a group of youth- 
ful Soviet intellectuals—part 
of the underground—calling 
for help from the West for 
Russian culture. 


The editors of a literary and 
political journal in England 
called "Grani" released the 
document from an organiza- 
tion called "SMOG." The ini- 
tials of the Russian words 
"audacity, 
thought, image, 


intensity." 


Aims At Rebirth 


SMOG, which gives its aim 


as the rebirth of Russian cul- 
ture, said in its document: 


"Today we are fighting des- 


perately 
against 
everyone, 


from the Komsomol (Young 
Communist League) to the 
man of the street, from secret 
police to the petty bourgeois, 
from incompetence to ignor- 
ance ... 


"We turn to the free world, 


which has more than once 
shown its concern for culture 
in Russia. Give us help. Don't 
allow young saplings to be 
crushed underfoot by heavy 
boots." 


Tarsis said much the same 


thing before a jammed news 
conference of about 100 news- 
men, photographers and tele- 
vision men. 


The Russian author, who 


smuggled 
h i s 
anti-Soviet 


works to the West, said the 
whole purpose of his life and 
work was a struggle against 
communism in Russia. 


Police Fascism 


"Communism is o n l y a 


term," Tarsis said. "The real 
face of it is police fascism." 


Tarsis, author of anti-Soviet 


novels "The Bluebottle" and 


Ward 7," arrived in London 


Tuesday to lecture at a Brit- 
ish university. "Ward 7" was 
written after

Moon Can Take Rocket Landing 


Moscow (ft—Luna 9 showed 


the lunar surface can sup- 
port the landing of a space- 
craft and Russian research 
is shifting to the still distant 
prospect of returning a man 
from the moon, Soviet scien- 
tists said Thursday. 


Mstislav Kcldysh, president 


of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences, said, however, mat 
even the test flight of an un- 
manne satellite to the moon 
and back again is a long way 
off. 


He indicated that the next 


step is likely to be a further 
test of a controlled landing 
on the moon, similar to that 
of the historic first landing of 
Luna 9 Feb. 3. This could 
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come later this year. 


Alexander Vinogradov of 


the academy told of some of 
the things the camera eye of 
Luna 9 found in scanning .the 
lunar surface. Batteries 
in 


the camera now are dead. 


The 
surface, Vinogradov 


said, is hard, porous, volcanic 
cracked rock. There was no 
dust, but he pointed out Luna's 
camera range was limited 
and that did not mean there 
was no dust elsewhere. 


Luna 9 itself weighed 220 


pounds and stood but about 
two feet high. The complete 
satellite weighed 3,482 pounds 
but the rocket broke uway 
and landed separately, 
he 


said. 


Kcldysh said the landing of 


Luna 9 showed that the moon 
can support a spacecraft and 
that the Russians have solved 
the problem of how to slow 
down a satellite for a safe 
touchdown.

Fertilizers, pesticides, tools, 


and other farm production 
materials also would be sup- 
piled as part of the program. 


Improvements in food-han- 


dling, distribution and trans- 
jortation system might be re- 
quired in some countries. 


The House Agriculture Com- 


mittee will begin 
hearings 


Monday on legislation to im- 
plement the program. 


Administration officials said 


the program for fiscal 1967 
irobably would involve about 
!2.8 billion worth of food and 
echnical assistance and pro- 
duction materials but gave no 
breakdown between food and 
other costs.

A Settling Opinion 


I'ancl Makes 


Decision 


lly \V1LMAM 


Nebraskans can relax as a result of the 


opinion rendered by a three-member panel 
01 federal court judges in regard to the 
state's legislative apportionment law. The 
law is one that has now sustained tests at 
both the state and federal court levels .is 
to its constitutionality. That means that 
uc now know what our legislative dis- 
tricts arc and can proceed with an orderly 
election in 196G. 


The law had included a population dis- 


parity of 19 percent between the most and 


least 
populated 
dis- 


tricts. 
The 
federal 


question was whether 
this complied with the 
T.S. Supreme Court 


mandate of "one man, one vote." The fed- 
eral panel settled the question in these 
\vords: "The court on full consideration of 
the matter finds that the population vari- 
ances existing among the legislative dis- 
tricts established by LB925 do not in re- 
lalion to the voters of the state as a whole 
or in relation to intervenors give rise to 
such discrimination in voting and repre- 
sentational rights as to be violativc of the 
Equal Protection Clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment." 


Certain other words in the brief order 


arc worthy of full note. They arc: "An 
opinion indicating the reasons on which the 
result here reached is predicated will be 
filed within a short time and as soon us 
it is possible to do so. This judgment and 
decree arc being entered because of the 
urgency of the matter involved to the ap- 
proaching closing date for filing for flic 1'JGC 
primary election. 


"The judgment and decree shall be- 


come effective upon the filing of the court's 
opinion. Jurisdiction 
is reserved by the 


court to enter any supplemental order that 
may be necessary or desirable at the time 
of the filing of the court's opinion." 


* 
A number of things arc seen in the 


above quotation. For one, we see in the 
court's action a practical approach from a 
time point of view. This is commendable 
not only from the point of view of the cur- 
ront reapportionment issue, but from the 
point of view of justice in general. Courts 
sometimes give an impression of cold in- 
difference or impracticality but the facts 
often show that this is not the case. In 
oilier words, there is such a thing as 
too harsh 
justice but we do not 
find 


it here and generally find it much less than 
might be believed. This is an asset for our 
system of justice in general and a reassur- 
ance to people in all matters and events 
of public and private importance. The court 


0. DOHLKIt 
might have taken nil the time it wanted 
to settle this matter and In doing so sub- 
jected the slate and Its people to unwarrant- 
ed controversy and uncertainty. The panel 
of judges is to be commended for its atti- 
tude and its willingness to make the effort 
that was required for its speedy action. 


Also, in the opinion (hot will be filed 


later will be found the legal basis for fu- 
ture apportionment matters. The course of 
apportionment is now considered pretty well 
charted but the federal opinion will be 
combed for whatever guidelines and advice 
It might offer for the future. \Ve find in the 
hint of a supplemental order a matter thut 
could be of substantial significance in the 
future. 


* 
The judgment and decree now entered 


by the court tell us nothing as to the think- 
ing of the three judges. It gives us only 
the immediate benefit of their 
decision. 


How practical or legal that decision is holds 
the key to the future of apportionment in 
the state. 


To have knocked out the present law 


would have required cither an at-large elec- 
tion of slate senators or a special session 
of the Legislature to enact a new apportion- 
ment law. The former would have been a 
terrible mess and the latter could have led 
to many undesirable things. 
A special 


session might have been productive and 
smooth and its results conclusive but it 
could have been just the opposite, too. 


It is possible that the court was looking 


at these common sense considerations when 


it adjudged LB925 us 
constitutional. It could 
have been looking at 
possible statewide cha- 
otic results of an un- 


constitutional ruling as compared with the 
relative shortcomings of a 19 percent dis- 
parity between districts. It could have been 
looking at a possible at-Iarge election as 
more potentially discriminatory toward var- 
ious voters than the 19 percent top dispar- 
ity among districts. Thus, it could say that 
while it does not condone lor approve) of 
a disparity of 19 percent, the state can live 
with it with little injustice until a more 
appropriate time for reapportionment comes 
along. 


That more appropriate time would be 


following the 1D70 census. Or. the court 
could simply say that a 19 percent disparity 
is close enough, period, to equality to meet 
Supreme Court dictates. The decision ren- 
dered will be hailed by most as a wise one 
and the opinion to come, along with any 
supplemental order that might accompany 
it. will be anxiously awaited.

The Mystery Of Growth 


The National Planning Association cur- 


rently is living in the image of Horace 
Grcelcy who, shortly after the Civil War, 
advised American youth to "Go West." 


The association has meditated over 


economic trends in the nation and has come 
up with the advice to go to the Southwest. 
It sees a substantial growth of business in- 
dustry and personal income there in the 
coming 10 years. Its view of the Southw-fsJ- 
includes California. Nevada. Arizona and 
New Mexico. 


The areas that are beginning to lose arc 


tiic Great Lakes region, the Middle Atlantic 
and the New England States. 


This grain belt region is dismissed as 


one engaged in agriculture and population 
loss. 


Good earnings go with growth because 


thcro arc more jobs than people and lie- 
cau.>c population growth opens up opportun- 
ities m all lines and keeps the earners busy 


earning more. As an example the associa- 
tion points to the per capita earnings of 
Nevada, which are now $4,480 dollars per 
year, as against those of Mississippi, which 
arc given as $2,117 per year. 


No doubt the Southwest has little or no 


winter and people like warm weather, but 
it has little or no grass, too, but the lack 
of grass and the water that makes it do 
not deter the population growth. 


Growth is a half solved mystery. All of a 


sudden it starts and then, like a forest fire, 
it feeds itself. Forty years ago only health 
fanatics could be persuaded to spend their 
years in Arizona. Now one can't keep peo- 
ple out of the place. 


Nebraska, an infinitely more f e r t i l e 


area, has not yet learned the growth trick, 
but it has begun twisting the knobs and who 
knows it may get the right one twisted, and 
then away we shall go. 


Housing Must Be Home 


Efforts by city officials and others to 


find a practical use for the 1.000 housing 
units at the Lincoln Air Force Base arc 
timely and commendable. In this housing 
lies one of the greatest assets there is at 
the soon-to-be abandoned base but until tlie 
hoiihcs become homes, we have only a lia- 
bility 


Empty housing, of course, is an eco- 


nomic waste but it is more than that. Empty 
housing is deteriorating housing. One would 
almost Uiink that a house was human—it 
has to be lived in to maintain its value. 
Without someone's caring for it. it soon 
goes to ruin, just as the individual declines 
when his role or even his being is of no 
importance to anyone. 


When that happens with housing, you 


have a further rotting of the financial in- 
vestment that has been made. Not only is 
needed income being lost and laudable use 


wasted, but the property is declining in 
value. 


A host of uses for the housing have 


been proposed and will be examined in 
detail. But it goes without saying that the 
city or one of its agencies such as the Lin- 
coln Housing Authority should draft plans 
sufficient to warrant government surrender 
of the property to local interests. 
• 


It is Lincoln's best interest that is at 


stake in all the base property and facilities 
and the city can afford to waste no time nor 
effort in protection of that interest. 
The 


housing can serve countless useful ends, 
some of which have been suggested and oth- 
ers that will inevitably become more obvious 
as time goes by. City action in acquiring 
the housing and its related assets should be 
as prompt as possible if we are to realize 
the maximum gain. 


Loudest Row Of The Era 


Communism has not produced largely 


in the literary field since the days of Karl 
Marx. But its oral invective is wonderoiis. 
It certainly knows how to hurt a fellow with 
purple adjectives. 


We recall during World War II, Mos- 


cow claimed in one day's battle to have 
eliminated an entire generation of Germans. 
They were also the ones who refused to 
engage in trivial goals with atomic ener- 
gy. With a broad sweep of their arm they 
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vowed to correct all the errors of nature 
with it — all of them. 


Now we have an example in the dispute 


between communist China and Red Cuba. 
For purple prose it is taking the cake. 


It seems that a few years ago China 


agreed to trade rice for Cuban sugar, and 
did so for a while. But lately China cut 
back substantially on its rice shipments. 
The facts seem to be that China is short 
of rice and doesn't dare ship out volumes of 
it lest a famine destroy the glorious revolu- 
tion at home. 


Castro objected. 
He accused the Chi- 


nese of breaking their word. The Chinese 
responded by calling him a liar. Then the 
dispute got hot. 


Castro made a public speech. In it he 


accused China of 10 heinous offenses, includ- 
ing subversion and blackmail. He topped it 
off by charging China with the worst thing 
a commie can say. He said China was en- 
gaging in a "Yankee imperialist economic 
blockade." Now that is bad enough, but what 
hurt Red China most is that It was on the 
verge of saying the same thing about Cuba, 
although it was having a little trouble mak- 
ing the comparison. 


What we get from the whole thing is that 


Castro is tightening his connections w i t h 
Russia which is pouring a million dollars a 
day into the Cuban economy. And Castro is 
also edgy because of China's subversive ac- 
tivity in South America which Castro be- 
lieves to be his exclusive field of opera- 
tion.

Park Board Urges 
$755,850 Program

A capital improvements pro- 


gram for the parks and rec- 
reation department totaling 
$755,850 for fiscal 1966-67 was 
recommended Thursday 
by 


the City Parks and Recrea- 
tion Advisory Board. 


The board's okay of Recrea- 


tion Supt. Bob Dula's capital 
Improvements requests hinges 
on the availability of from 
509r to 70Co federal aid In con- 
structing a $250,000 recreation 
center at Woods Park and a 
$125,000 center In University 
Place Park. 


If federal funds are avail- 


able, the board recommended 
that both centers be pro- 
grammed for the next fiscal 
year. Otherwise, the board 
said it would reconsider and 
recommend only one center 
for 1966-67. 


Adding both centers, Dula's 


capital improvements budget 
totals $407.500. The total pro- 
gram for the next two years 
is $494,950. 


Request $348,350 


City Park Supt. Don Smith's 


c a p i t a l improvements re- 
quests for next year of $348,- 
350 are part of an estimated 
51,717,650 six-year program. 


Dula told the board the na- 


tional trend is toward de-cen- 
tralizing recreation facilities 
and placing them in subur- 
ban areas where they are 
more accessible. 


The proposed centers would 


not contain gymnasiums be- 
cause the recreation depart- 
ment works closely with city 
schools in that area, Dula 
said. 


He explained t h a t while 


dancing would be permitted 
in the new centers, the heavi- 
ly attended Keentime Club 
dances would continue to be 
held at Perching Auditorium. 


Last year Keentime repre- 


sentatives from the city's high 
schools proposed that a $500,- 
DOO multi-purpose center be 
built that would include a 
home for Keen Time dances. 


The board and the City 


C o u n c i l conditionally ap- 
proved the idea but said they 
would await the results of a 
study of Lincoln's recreation 
needs before making any final 
decision. 


According to D u l a . one 


adult - s p o n s o r e d teen-age 
group has collected more than 
$1,000 for the multi-purpose 
center and has turned the 
money over to the city. 


Other major capital Im- 


provements programmed by 
the recreation department for 
1966-67 include $12.000 for the 
conversion of city fire sta- 
tions at 23rd and 0 and 12th 
and F into small recreation 
centers and $10,000 for black 
topping the parking area at 
the municipal ball field and 
pool. 


The bulk of the park de- 


partment improvements pro- 
gram for next year, recom- 
mended without change by the 
board, includes $106,450 forj 
Holmes Park. Major expenses i 
would be $48,000 for work on 
roads and $20,000 for parking 
lots. 


The proposed budget also 


Includes $11,000 each for dis- 
trict park department head- 
quarters and yards at Holmes, 
University Place and Inter- 
state parks.

Nebraska business leaders 


were challenged Thursday to 
join the nation's top corporate 
executives in doubling contri- 
butions to higher education by 
1970. 


Speaking at the a n n u a l 


trustee's meeting of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska Founda- 
tion. Holgar J. Johnson of 
New York City called the in- 
creased support a prudent in- 
vestment by business in new 
knowledge, 
educated 
man- 


power and expanding mar- 
kets. 


The president of The Conn- 


cil for Financial Aid to Edu- 
cation reported that a recent 
survey by his council Indicat- 
ed that the University of Ne- 
braska, along with the other 
members nf the Big Eight, 
had succeeded in increasing 
gifts from business and indus- 
try by more than 30rr over 
the last t\\o jcars. 


Of great importance also, 


lie said was the fact that the 
University Foundation had in- 
creased its total voluntary 
support over the same period 
by more than 50% and its 
alumni contributions by bet- 
ter than lOOCc during the same 
two years. 


Business recognizes, John- 


son said, that the increased 
costs of higher education are 
going to be paid for one way 
or another. By voluntarily 
supporting colleges and uni- 
versities, corporations can ex- 


ercise judgment as to where 
they will obtain the l^al re- 
turn on Uie funds invested in 
higher education. 


In 1964, American corpora- 


tions contributed approximate- 
ly $250 million to higher edu- 
cation as compared to $109 
million contributed by busi- 
ness in 1056. Over the same 
period. Johnson said, college 
enrollments rose from 2.6 mil- 
lion to 5.4 million students. 
The national educational bud- 
get for colleges and univer- 
sities rose from $4.8 billion in 
1956 to approximately $10 bil- 
lion in 1965. 


"By 1970 we will face a se- 


rious* national challenge be- 
cause enrollments in higher 
education by that time arc ex- 
pected to reach 8 million stu- 
dents." said Johnson, "a it d 
(lie cost of running these edu- 
cational institutions will climb 
to S14 billion annually." 


Federal and state govern- 


ments will continue to in- 
crease the flow of funds to 
h i g h c r education, Johnson 
said. Nevertheless, voluntary 
support of colleges and uni- 
versities should be doubled 
from the $1.25 billion which it 
achieved in 19G4 to the $2.5 
billion which will be needed 
by 1970. Multiple sources of 
support not only contribute to 
the diversity which keeps 
higher education strong, but 
also they provide stale uni- 
versities with a "margin of 
excellence." he said.

Foundation reported Thurs- 
day that its assets now stand 
at 18,060,334, an increase of 
$885,000 over a year ago. 


President Harry R. Haynie, 


in his annual report before 
the 
foundation's Board of 


Trustees, also listed these ac- 
complishments during 1965: 


—Benefits to 1'ic university 


totaled S924.I33. or an in- 
crease of S221.CC3 o\cr the 
previous vcar. 


—New funds of $1,870,674. 


"indicating a continual in- 
crease in interest among 
alumni, corporations, and oth- 
er foundations." 


—8,741 donors, an increase 


of 1,145 over the previous 
year. 


He said that of the total 


number of donors, 7,351 were 
alumni, an increase of 608— 
the highest in the history of 
the foundation's 30 years. 


In discussing the record-high 


benefits 
to the university, 


Haynie said that another $144,- 
000 in loans is provided to 
worthy students in financial 
need. If this f i g u r e were 
added, he said, the overall 
benefits given to the universi- 
ty would total more than $1 
million. 


Haynie stressed, "There is 


also no shrinkage to the un- 
restricted gift received by the 
foundation, as no administra- 
tive costs arc taken out.

up," Hady said, "and the far- 
mcr is caught in a squeeze 
between higher property taxes 
and farm earnings." 


He said four approaches arc 


being tried by the states to 
solve this taxation problem. 


Preferential 


Some states assess agricul- 


tural land on the urban fringe 
at farm-use values, using a 
preferential assessment ap- 
proach regardless of nearby, 
more intensive urban uses. 


This 
approach 
has been 


criticized as subsidizing non- 
farm land speculators rather 
than its intent to permit the 
farmer a continued livelihood 
from farming. 


Hady said some states use 


a "roil-back tax." which as- 
sesses the agricultural land at 
a higher rate back for the 
three or five or more years 
previous to its conversion to 
more Intensive uses. 


Also being tried is lying-in 


the use-assessment approach 
witli land zoning, lie said. 


"An agricultural value rate 


is used on Innd in agricultural 
land-use zones while a higher 
market value exists in oilier 
land-use zones." he explained. 


Kiisemcnts 


A fourth approach, lie said, 


is contractural casements be- 
tween the agricultural land 
owner and the local govern- 
mental subdivision providing 
for payments for land contin- 
ued in agricultural use for a 
specified period. 


Hady said the latter ap- 


proaches are an attempt to 
protect farming and to pro- 
vide for orderly, planned ur- 
ban growth. 


Warner said the committee 


is studying agricultural land 
assessment 
approaches be- 


cause of a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment w h i c h 
would permit the Legislature 
to enact new assessment cri- 
teria for agricultural land. 


Warner agreed with Sen. 


Ramey Whitney of Chappell 
that a state income tax could 
do much to solve the agricul- 


tural tax problem being stu- 
died by the committee. 


Being Copied 


In other testimony, Max P. 


Arnold of Justin Hayes & Co.. 
a Denver appraisal firm, said 
Nebraska's practice of actual 
value with the assessment ra- 
tio set by the Legislature is 
being copied by oilier states. 


He said the state's tax stat- 


utory criteria for determining 
value, if properly applied by 
qualified appraisers, can pro- 
duce equitable assessment be- 
tween properties and classes 
of property. 


A r n o l d warned against 


setting up special criteria for 
one particular class of prop- 
erty, like agriculture. Time 
and changes can create an 
imbalance with fixed criteria 
for each property class and 
this type of legislation creates 
"a monster," he added. 


"The 
present law seems 


flexible 
enough 
to 
permit 


qualified appraisers lo deter- 
mine actual value of agricul- 
tural land in fringe urban 
areas," he said. "Perhaps 
legislative or administrative 
clarification would be use- 
ful."

But in this case, the jump 


raise is acceptable because 
the bid is not forcing to game 
after a previous pass. It 
merely invites the opener to 
continue, bearing in mind 
the responder's original pass. 
Game is not likely to be 
made unless partner has that 
little bit that we lack for a 
full three spade response.
